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Shoppers calling 

for action on rats 


RATS are “rife” in a 
supermarket car 
park - sparking fury 
from customers. 

Shoppers at Tesco in 
Angel Drove, Ely, are 
demanding action after 
spotting rodents in 
undergrowth at the store’s 
car park. 

Angry customers are 
blaming the “disgusting” 
state of the store’s 
recycling area for 
attracting the vermin. 

The recycling area is the 
responsibility of East 
Cambs District Council, 
which says it clears the 
site four times a week and 
says it is flytipping which 
is attracting the rodents. 

Victoria Tooke, of 
Stuntney, insists she is 
boycotting Tesco until 
action is taken. 

She said: “To drive into 
the car park at Tesco and 
see rats scurrying around 
is just horrendous. 

“I’ve seen quite a few 
there in recent weeks so 
they must be breeding. I 
refuse to shop there until 
the rats have gone. 

“A supermarket is 
meant to be a clean, 
hygienic place - not 
somewhere where rats are

rife.” 

Allan Dunstan, of 
Columbine Road, Ely, has 
also spotted the rats. 

He said: “Pest control 
certainly need to be called 
to the recycling area at 
Tesco. There are rats 
running around all over 
the place. 

“I don’t know what it is 
with the recycling areas in 
Ely. They just seem to be 
abused by people who 
think they can dump their 
rubbish wherever they 
like. 

“If people didn’t dump 
their waste at the recycling 
banks then we wouldn’t be 
getting rats in such public 
areas.” 

Liz Knox, head of 
environmental services at 
the district council, said: 
“The recycling point at 
Tesco is one of the busiest 
sites in the district with 
tonnes of glass, metal, 
paper and plastic left to be 
collected so we organise 
our contractors to clear 
the area at least four times 
a week. 

“The vast majority of 
people use the site to 


recycle the materials 
which can be collected 
there. However a small 
irresponsible minority see 
recycling points as a 
dumping ground for all 
their rubbish from 
electricals to furniture and 
anything else you can 
think off. 

“This is despite a weekly 
waste collection and the 
first-class recycling facility 
we have at Witchford. 

“Put very simply - their 
actions and laziness cause 
a nuisance to us all. 

“But those who flytip 
should be aware: we are 
determined to use all our 
powers to catch them and 
ensure they receive the 
maximum fine possible 
for their actions.” 

A Tesco spokeswoman 
said: “We are constantly 
monitoring the recycling 
area for signs of vermin 
and we are in regular 
contact with Rentokill 
who visit frequently to 
make sure the area is safe. 

“The nearby railway 
line and river means we 
will always have to be 
vigilant about this 
problem and we are 
happy to work closely with 
the council to try to find a 
long-term solution.”

Lucky escape for man trapped in burning chalet 


A MAN was hospitalised after being rescued 
from a burning wooden chalet. 

The inferno broke out inside a lodge at the 
Lazy Otter in Stretham on Friday. 

Fire crews from Ely, Soham and Burwell 
attended the blaze and arrived to find the 
man trapped inside the lodge, which was 
well alight. 

The man was rescued and was taken by 
ambulance to Addenbrooke’s Hospital, 
Cambridge. 


The lodge, which measured approximately 
12m by 6m, was destroyed. 

James Gough, owner of the park, said: 
“We got a call from one of our groundsmen 
who had seen some smoke coming from one 
of the lodges. 

“He phoned the fire service straight away 
and they arrived by 7.30am. 

“It took crews most of the morning to put 
the fire out but they had contained it in an 
hour. 


“We are over the moon with the job the 
fire service has done and we are grateful 
that they managed to stop the fire spreading. 

“The man walked away so that’s good 
news, no one likes these sorts of accidents 
happening but it’s been dealt with extremely 
well.” 

The victim suffered minor burns and 
smoke inhalation in the incident. The cause 
of the fire was accidental and believed to 
have started in a frying pan. 


Council to look at 
solar energy farm 


A MULTI-million pound 
new solar energy farm 
could be on its way to 
Stretham. 

There are plans to turn 80- 
acres of agricultural land 
south-west of Stowbridge 
Farm in Green End into a 
state-of-the-art solar farm. 

Palmer & Sons, who own 
the land, have been 
investigating the idea for 
some time, and now a formal 
planning application has 
been submitted to planners 
at East Cambs District 
Council. 

The proposed solar farm is 
20 megawatts in size - 
making it four times as big as 
the solar energy farm built in 
nearby Wilburton. 

The facility will be made 
up of parallel rows of raised 
solar panels 2.5m in height. 

In a statement to the 
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council, the applicants said: 
“The solar farm would 
include the installation of 
photovoltaic (PV) panels and 
associated equipment 
(transformers/invertors/ 
security fencing) to have 20 
megawatt (MW) electricity 
generating capacity and 
appropriate landscaping. 

“The site is located on land 
to the south of the River 
Great Ouse and to the west of 
Cross Drove, approximately 
2.4k) south of Stretham. 

“The solar farm will consist 
of a number of parallel rows 
of raised PV panels (to a 
height of 2.54m), 

interconnected with the 
onsite transformers/ 

invertors. 


“The PV panels will have a 
southerly orientation to 
maximise exposure to most 
light. 

“The design of the scheme, 
with the PV panels having a 
minimal built footprint, 
together with the requisite 
spacing between rows, will 
allow for the continued use at 
the site, so retaining the 
agricultural use of the land. 
This ensures return from the 
site is maximised for the 
farm.” 

The applicants insist the 
scale and height of the panels 
will “not be detrimental to 
local aesthetics”. 

They added: “The 

development is considered to 
be positive and sympathetic 
to the wider environment. 

“Land take will be minimal 
in so much as the majority of 
the site can still be used for 


agricultural purposes, so 
ensuring farming practices 
can continue. 

“The renewable energy 
project will not produce 
detrimental emissions but 
will contribute to the power 
needs of the nation, so 
helping meet the country’s 
obligations on climate 
change.” 

In Wilburton, 35 acres of 
land at Mingay Farm, in 
Twentypence Road, have 
been turned into a solar 
energy farm. 

The farm produces five 
megawatts of electricity, 
which saves more than 
55,000 tonnes of carbon 
dioxide over a 25-year period. 

The final decision on the 
Stretham plans lies with the 
district council.

Havell’s medal from First World 


A MILITARY cross which dates back to 
the First World War has been sold at 
auction for almost £700. 

Experts at Rowley’s Auctioneers in Ely 
thought the medal, pictured, would fetch 
around £200 but it ended up selling for a 
whopping £670 at their regular auction 
on September 1. 

The cross attracted a great deal of 


interest and camera crews from the BBC 
were even on hand to capture the sale. 

Research shows that the medal was 
awarded to Charles Havell, a member of 
the Suffolk Regiment, during the First 
World War. 

The Suffolk Regiment lost more than 
7,000 soldiers during the Great War and 
Havell was, like many, promoted without

extensive battlefield experience, with 
sometimes tragic consequences. 

In his case, however, his promotion to 
captain came shortly before his heroics 
on the battlefield in 1915 when he was 
attached to the Trench Mortar Battery. 

Havell was commended for 
conspicuous gallantry and devotion to 
duty.

Case adjourned on 
indecent images 

A PAEDOPHILE admitted making and 
possessing dozens of indecent images 
and films of children as young as 2. 

Simon Halls, of Meadow Court, 
Littleport, pleaded guilty to making 53 
indecent images and possessing 34 at 
Cambridge Crown Court on Friday. 

On July 13, police found him in 
possession of six images at level 1 - 
which can involve erotic posing with 
clothes on and two movies at level 2, six 
at level 3,15 at level 4 and four at level 5. 

This is the worst level and can involve 
sadism and bestiality while level four 
involves penetrative sexual activity with a 
child. 

The 28-year-old also admitted making 
15 images at level 1, two at level 2, three 
at level 3, four at level 4 and three at level 
5 and making two films at level 2, five at 
level 3,15 at level 4 and four at level 5. 

Halls’ case was adjourned until week 
commencing October 8 when he will be 
sentenced at crown court. 

Project will mark

high since his success last 
week. 

Watching Jonnie on the 
night was his mum, 46-year- 
old Linda Roberts, who has 
every right to be proud of her 
son. 

It was in October 1998, 
when Jonnie was just five 
years old, that he was struck 
down with meningitis. 

Told Jonnie was critical and 
that needed to go into an 
induced coma, Linda, Jonnie’s 
dad and the rest of the family 
were advised to say their 
goodbyes. 

Linda said: “I couldn’t say 
goodbye, I just couldn’t let him 
go. I just refused to believe I 
wouldn’t have him. 

“‘I love you’ was the last 
thing I said to him before they 
put him under, not knowing if 
I was ever going to speak to 
him again.” 



It wasn’t until her son’s 
fourth day in Addenbrooke’s 
that Linda got the news she 
had been praying for - Jonnie 
was going to make it. 

Although Jonnie’s brain had 
escaped the disease 
unscathed, his body had not, 
and there was a dramatic loss 
of blood pressure in his right 
leg. 

After many attempts to save 
it, surgeons said it would have 
to be amputated. 

Despite Jonnie’s initial 
shock, he was soon showing 
his determined nature and 
started to get well. 

By Christmas, he was at 
home with his family and, 
when he was strong enough, 
experts fitted his first 
prosthetic. 

Although Jonnie was 
regaining some normality due 
to his new leg, Linda admits 
that mentally it has been a 
tougher journey. 

However, it was through 
sport that Jonnie started to 
shine and when he was 15, he 
got involved in UK Athletics. 

Attending a talent 
identification day in London 
was, says Linda, a hugely 
significant moment. 

Linda said: “He was 15 and 
on the cusp of a really difficult 
time in his life. I’m convinced 
being a part of UK Athletics, 
and meeting fellow amputees, 
really helped him to accept 
everything. 

“It was an opportunity for 
him to find where he belongs, 
and that was provided by 
sport. That was provided by 
UK Athletics and now that’s 
provided by Paralympics GB.” 

Looking back at his 
Paralympic success last week, 
Linda said: “Every time I watch 
him run I see that little boy 
who was so ill and shouldn’t 
be here. I’m so desperate for 
him to be proud of himself.”

THE Old Palace in Ely has finally 
been opened as King’s Ely’s new 
sixth-form centre and boarding 
house. 

The iconic building, which was 
originally home to the bishops of Ely, 
was bought by the independent school 
in 2010. 

And this week students and staff 
moved into the fully refurbished 
building, which boasts the school’s 
new sixth-form centre and boarding 
accommodation. 

The Old Palace, located on Palace 
Green, was vacated by Sue Ryder Care 
in early 2010. 

King’s purchase was funded by an 
anonymous donation. 

The school said the acquisition 
would provide a “focal heart” for 
King’s - its new arts centre and Gibson 
Music School adjoin the palace 
gardens. 

Sue Freestone, the school’s head, 
said: “For us this is an opportunity to 
enhance the links between the city, the 
cathedral and the school. 

“The Old Palace is ideally located as 
a setting for community as well as 
school events. 

“Revitalising the building has 
provided extra space in which our

flourishing school can spread its 
wings.” 

The renovation of the palace has 
been ongoing for many months and is 
now complete. 

Mrs Freestone said: “The Old Palace 
will allow consolidation of school 
functions and activities as well as 
providing a much-needed centre for 
our ever-burgeoning sixth form.” 

At the same time the palace opened, 
Richard Slogrove stepped down as 


chairman of the board of governors at 
King’s after a lengthy seven-year spell 
in the post. 

Mr Slogrove, a former pupil at 
King’s, made the decision to step down 
in 2011 after serving seven years as 
chairman and a total of 14 years on the 
board. 

However, after playing an integral 
role in the school’s acquisition of the 
Old Palace, he was persuaded to stay 
until this month to oversee the 
building’s redevelopment. 

Speaking about his departure, he 
said: “It has been thoroughly 
rewarding to participate in the 
transformation of the school during 
my term in office, but, more 
importantly, to be of service to a 
generation of families. 

“When I reflect on what has been 
accomplished over the last 14 years, I 
am reminded that, while we would all 
consider new buildings and initiatives 
to be significant developments, it is 
the teachers and staff that the children 
will remember. 

“It also brings me great pleasure to 
depart on a day when history meets 
the future, as the Old Palace comes to 
life with young people.” 

The board has appointed Jeff Hayes 
as its new chairman and welcomes 
Isobel Newport-Mangell to the board, 
an Old Elean and long-term supporter 
of the school.

Breaches admitted 
over crane tragedy

BOSSES at the 
Environment Agency 
have admitted brea¬ 
ching health and 
safety laws which led 
to the death of a crane 
driver. 

Simon Wenn, 43, was 
working for the agency on a 
dredging operation when 
his 28-tonne crane fell into 
the New Bedford River at 
Brangehill Drove, Mepal. 

The incident happened 
on the morning of 
December 8, 2010, when the 
ground was icy and the river 
was frozen. 

Mr Wenn, of Main Road, 
Three Holes, near Wisbech, 
was trapped underwater in 
the crane’s cab and died 
before emergency services 
were able to free him. 

An inquest into Mr Wenn’s 
death was held earlier this 
year and a verdict of acci¬ 
dental death was recorded. 

However the Health and 
Safety Executive pressed 


charges against the agency 
in relation to his death. 

Agency bosses attended 
Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court and pleaded guilty to 
breaching section 2(1) of the 


Health and Safety at Work 
Act 1974. 

Magistrates declined 
jurisdiction of the case and 
committed it to Cambridge 
Crown Court for the agency 


to be sentenced by a judge. 

Mr Wenn, who had more 
than six years’ experience 
operating cranes, had been 
de-silting the Old Bedford 
River when the incident 
took place. 

Emergency services 
attended the incident within 
10 minutes and managed to 
free his head and shoulders 
from the cabin. 

However, Mr Wenn’s leg 
was trapped by the weight of 
the crane, preventing them 
from rescuing him in time. 

Speaking at the time, an 
agency spokesman said: 
“Our sympathy is with the 
family and friends of Simon 
who have been so deeply 
affected. 

“Simon was a reliable, 
hard-working and 

conscientious member of 
our workforce applying 
himself to whatever task was 
asked of him. 

“His many friends and 
colleagues at work miss him 
too.” 

The Environment Agency 
is now waiting to hear when 
it will appear at the Crown 
court for sentencing.

Traders continue 
to support plans 

Sir, The Soham Traders Association, 
formally known as the Soham Town 
Team, has members from both the 
High Street and indeed wider Soham 
who operate businesses in this area. 
We are writing to express our views on 
the proposed out of town 
supermarket development for Soham. 
Over recent months, some supporters 
of the proposed supermarket 
development have expressed their 
views via local newspapers, local 
meetings and social media. 

Every member of the Traders 
Association fully supports the need for 
a supermarket in Soham. It is our 
belief, and fully in line with the 
recently compiled Masterplan, that a 
supermarket of proportionate size, as 
close to the town centre as possible, 
would bring renewed vibrancy and 
prosperity to our town centre. 

Much time, effort and public money 
was spent on the Soham Vision to 
provide a blueprint for the town 
moving forward for the next 
generation. 

There was ample opportunity for all 
stakeholders, including members of 
the public, to have their say in the 
formation of the Masterplan which 
was entitled ‘Reshaping Soham - a 
21st Century Cambridgeshire Market 
Town’ and focused on sustainable 
growth. Indeed, many of the 
councillors who attended the recent 
public meeting were involved in this 
process and signed the document off. 
Whilst the Masterplan does indeed 
mention the need and desire for a 
supermarket, it was emphasised that 
such a development should be 
proportionately sized and located as 
close to the town centre as possible. 
This view is in line with the 
Government’s recently released 
National Planning Policy Framework 
and the current East Cambs Core 
Strategy. 

The Masterplan for Soham took in 
excess of a year to compile, at a cost of 
approximately £50,000, with the 
intention of it being viable until 2025 
and as a discussion document until 
2040. Indeed, Masterplans have now 
been formulated for Ely, Littleport and 
shortly Burwell in similar timeframes 
and at considerable expense - all 
funded by the public purse. 

It was with disappointment that the 
Association noted in a recent letter to 
this newspaper, the reference to the 
alleged “myth perpetuated by a few” 
that such a development would 
destroy Soham High Street. 

The town’s traders’ concern for the 
devastating impact can be readily 
evidenced in nearby Littleport and 
there is sadly ample evidence 
nationally of similar destruction of the 
nation’s High Streets which was the 
subject of the recent government 
commissioned Mary Portas review. 
Some of the proposed development 
supporters could be considered to be 
being dismissive of our High Street 
which has supported the town over 
many generations and is now in need 
of nurturing and careful, well thought 
out planning decisions. 

The Masterplan provides a carefully 
considered blueprint and looks at die 
sustainable future growth of Soham as 
a whole rather than just the potential 
development of one supermarket and 
it is for this reason that the association 
continues to support the Masterplan 
and would urge both councillors and 
members of the public to revisit this 
well researched document which was 
prepared after extensive and unbiased 
consultation.

JOBS are at risk at a 
popular restaurant 
which is due to be 
sold later this month.

“The current owner has 
done a marvellous job 
and I think it’s the best it’s 


been for some time. It 
seems ever so popular. 

“I really hope it remains 
as it is and isn’t knocked 
down for houses or 
anything.” 

Last summer, Mr 
Walker even bought a 
boat, Blue Bayou, from 
Michigan, America, and 
started to run boat tours 
to and from the restaurant 
along the River Great 
Ouse. 

He said: “I’m really not 
sure what the future holds 
for The Swan until all the 
paperwork is signed.”

Residents give 
full backing to 
20mph zones 


PLANS which could see Ely’s 
streets turned into 20mph 
zones are being backed by 
residents. 

Families insist slashing the speed 
limit from 30mph to 20mph in 
central Ely and the city’s residential 
streets would make it safer. 

East Cambs District Council, 
Cambridgeshire County Council and 
the City of Ely Council are currently 
trying to build a picture of how Ely’s 
infrastructure can be improved and 
congestion relieved. 

Among the main suggestions is 
tackling congestion at Ely’s railway 
crossing, pedestrianising the city 
centre, making the city subject to 
20mph speed limits and improving 
cycle lanes and signage. 

Other ideas include improving 
certain street layouts and junctions, 
introducing more controlled 
crossings, promoting public 
transport and cycling more. 

Residents insist turning the 
majority of Ely into 20mph zones 
would make the city safer. 

But Ben Gibbs, a governor at Ely 
College and who lives in lohn Amner 
Close, says the limits need to be 
enforced properly. 

He said: “As a father of young 
pavement users, I am constantly 
aware of the threat posed by drivers 
as they drive too fast along Ely’s 
narrow streets. 

“Ten minutes spent on drag strips 
like Lynn Road and High Barns, on 
park-where-you-like Deacon’s Lane, 
or even now sadly in quiet cul-de- 
sacs like mine, is enough to see the

problem. There is ample evidence 
that reduced speed limits do improve 
safety on urban and suburban 
streets, provided they are enforced 
properly.” 

Lawrence Stapleford, of Cambridge 
Road, Ely, said: “Our road is a 30mph 
limit and there is no questioning it 
should be 20mph. 

“Speeding is a major issue not only 
in our street but across the whole of 
Ely and motorists just don’t seem to 
take their foot off the pedal. 

“I’d welcome 20mph zones across 
the whole of Ely but those limits need 
to be enforced. We also need speed 
cameras to catch and punish those 
who are speeding.” 

The councils are now investigating 
the issues and suggestions raised as 
part of a second round of traffic 
surveys and see what can be 
delivered. This work will help to draw 
up a shortlist of priority projects, 
which could be taken further for 
more detailed consultation. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of the 
district council’s development and 
transport committee, said: “If Ely is to 
thrive as a city we must ensure we 
have the infrastructure we need. 

“This is why we are working with 
Cambridgeshire County Council and 
the City of Ely Council looking at how 
to improve the transport systems we 
have. We are now going to look at the 
issues which have been suggested to 
see what is deliverable and what we 
can afford to do.”

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Plan made to 
preserve mill 

A DERELICT windmill looks set to 
be given a new lease of life. 

Cornwell’s Mill, also known as 
Tower Mill, is a Grade II listed mill 
based in Ely Road, Little Downham. 

The characteristic building, 
which dates back to the early 19th 
century, has stood empty for years 
- but there are plans to renovate it. 

Mr and Mrs Rutterford and Mr 
and Mrs Lockwood, who live in the 
village, have submitted plans to 
refurbish the mill and turn it into a 
home. 

The proposals, which have been 
sent to East Cambs District 
Council, also include building a 
four-bedroom house on land at the 
rear of the mill and connecting that 
property to the mill with a glass 
link.

Couple want 
‘fair’ decision 
on farm shop 


A COUPLE have launched a 
planning appeal after their 
hopes of opening a farm shop 
at their smallholding were 
dashed. 

fohn and Lindsay Creek, who 
own Westmoor House 
Smallholding in Wisbech Road, 
Littleport, applied for planning 
permission this summer to build 
a timber farm shop on their 
land. 

The building would have also 
been used to grade and package 
eggs which the couple’s hens 
produce. 

However, planners at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
have refused planning 
permission, insisting their 
smallholding lies outside the 
development envelope of 
Littleport and that it would ruin 
the “tranquillity” of the area. 

Mr and Mrs Creek are 
devastated and have now lodged 
an appeal with the Secretary of 
State in a bid to overturn the 


council’s decision. 

Mr Creek, who set the 
smallholding up in 2006, has 
described the planners’ decision 
as “grossly flawed” and is hoping 
the appeal will lead to a “fairer” 
decision being made. 

He said: “As far as we’re 
concerned the planners decided 
they were going to refuse our 
application before they even 
came out to visit us. 

“Their decision is grossly 
flawed hence we have launched 
the appeal. 

“How can they say the 
development would be 
unsustainable when our business 
has grown as much as it has in 
the last six years? 

“Even if the appeal doesn’t lead 
to the plans being approved at 
least the decision will be fairer 
and more balanced.” 

In a letter to Mr and Mrs Creek, 
Giles Hughes, head of planning at 
the council, said the plans were 
refused because the site “lies 


outside the development 
envelope” and because the 
“proposal would represent 
unsustainable development on a 
site remote from any established 
centre of settlement”. 

Mr Hughes added that the 
development would ruin the 
“unspoilt nature and tranquillity” 
or the local setting. 

But Mr Creek, who sells 
hundreds of eggs a week, as well 
as free-range pork, said: “There is 
demand for a farm shop in the 
area and we know we can sustain 
it. 

“We feel the reasons stated 
have just come out of nowhere.” 

People now have until October 
12 to have their say on the 
planning appeal.

Farmers are 
stunned as 
Palce loses 
minister job

FARMING leaders have 
described their disapp¬ 
ointment after Jim Paice’s 
shock departure as 
Farming Minister. 

The Conservative South East 
Cambridgeshire MP was sacked 
from the role as part of Prime 
Minister David Cameron’s major 
cabinet reshuffle. 

Mr Paice, 63, who was one of 
the oldest members of 
Cameron’s Government, is 
being replaced by Lib Dem 
David Heath, MP for Somerton 
and Frome. 

President of the National 
Farmers Union (NFU), Peter 
Kendall, said Mr Paice “brought 
some real credibility to the job”. 

He said: “Jim had real value as 
he had been farming all his life. 
He has still got a few beef cattle 
and he just knew the subject. 

“He knew enough about 
farming and he could see 
through it so he brought some 
real credibility to the job. 

“I would like to say on behalf 
of the farming industry a big, big 
thank you to Jim Paice for 
working hard for the farming 
industry.” 

Mr Paice held the Farming 
Minister post for two years and 
in that time he completed 
negotiations to secure a 
voluntary code of conduct for 
the dairy industry and planned 
to see through issues such as the 
badger cull to alleviate TB. 

He also drove moves to cut 
farming red tape and took a 
hands-on role in improving the 
performance of the Rural 
Payments Agency (RPA). 

Mr Paice, who lives in 
Fordham with his wife, Ava, has 
been MP for South East Cambs 
since 1987.

Tenant Farmers Association’s 
chief executive, George Dunn, 
said: “Jim has been a 
tremendous force within 
DEFRA and it will certainly be 
an extremely sad loss but we 
have got to work with the new 
team.” 

John Geldard, chairman of 
the National Sheep Association, 
added: “The news that Jim Paice 
has gone will send a serious 
shockwave around the 
agricultural industry. 

“He was a person who 
demonstrated a clear 
understanding of the industry 
and had our trust. 

“I wish the new DEFRA team 
well but you don’t build these 
working relationships 

overnight.” 

In a statement, Mr Paice said: 
“After 23 years’ continuous 
service on the Conservative 
front bench both in government 
and in opposition it will be a 
great change to move to 
backbenches. 

“Nevertheless I am privileged 
to have been able to serve and I 
shall now devote my time to my 
constituency and with my 
family.”

Fill up bags to help heart charity

A COUNCIL chairman 
fears drainage issues 
in Soham are putting 
homes at risk of 
flooding. 

Cllr Rosemary Aitchison, 
chairman of Soham Town 
Council, is concerned that 
drains in certain areas of the 
town are either blocked or not 
working properly. 

She is calling for 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s drainage team to 
carry out checks before there 
is a “real flood”. 

It is the drainage system in 
the area of Bushel Lane and 
Queensway which is causing 
the councillor the most 
concern - especially after 
recent periods of torrential 
rain. 

Speaking on the community 
website, ShapeYourPlace, Cllr 
Aitchison, who lives on nearby 
Qua Fen Common, said: 
“Following the torrential rain 
on Saturday evening, I had 
occasion to look at the 
amount of the water running 
down the road on Bushel 
Lane.

“It was clear some of the 
gratings were operating okay 
but most must have been 
blocked because no water was 
going down them and was just 
flowing over and further down 
the road. 

“Also I was surprised to see 
that several of the manholes 
over the storm drains between 
Queensway and the cattle grid 
had water coming up out of 
them. 

“What is going on? I lived 
here for 25 years and never 
seen it as bad before. 

“Why do we seem to be 
getting overflow water into 


Bushel Lane from somewhere 
else? 

“Please can someone have a 
look at the whole surface 
water drainage system for 
Bushel Lane and ensure that 
the drains which are there are 
unblocked and working 
properly before there is a real 
flood.” 

However, the county council 
insists the drainage system is 
working fine. 

A spokesman for the 
authority said: “During 
periods of extremely heavy 
rainfall as experienced in 
some parts of Cambridgeshire 
recently, the drainage system 
was tested to its limits. 

“The county council has 
recently installed a new road 
gully in Qua Fen Common to 
take away surface water and 
improved a second gully at a 
low spot in the road. 

“Work to raise kerbs has also 
been carried out and we have 
worked with Soham Town 
Council to clean out a pond 
which takes the surface water 
run-off. 

“During extremely heavy 
rainfall it is not unusual for 
water to run out of road grates 
lower down the system as the 
water passes through the 
system to the lowest point.”

Family devastated 
over ‘joker’ Lewis 


HEARTFELT tributes 
have been paid to a 
“fun loving” young 
dad who died 
unexpectedly.

He said: “Lewis was a 
fun loving lad. Everyone 
loved him. 

“He was such a joker 
and loved to make people 
laugh. He was always 
dropping one-liners. 

“Lewis was such a 
sensitive, gentle person 
and was very caring. We’re 
all absolutely devastated 
by what has happened. 

“He was at his mum’s 
house for the weekend. 
His mum is disabled and 
it was one of her carers 
who found Lewis in the 
living room. 

“I got a phone call to 
say he had died shortly 
after he had been 
discovered. 

“We don’t know exactly 
what happened to him

and we’re still waiting for 
the results of all the tests 
but we do know he had 
been out around the pubs 
in Ely with friends before 
he died.” 

Stuart said his son had 
recently “turned his life 
around” and was saving 
to go travelling around the 
world with a friend. 


Lewis was working as a 
metal cladder and had 
recently worked on the 
new Titanic Experience 
building in Belfast. 

He leaves two sisters, 
Bianca Seymour and 
Becky Rogers, and a 
brother, Jamie Seymour. 

Bianca, 35, from Ely, 
said: “Lewis was a legend. 
He was such a funny 
person and was the life 
and soul of everywhere he 
went. 

“He was an amazing 
brother, son, father and 
uncle to my children. We 
are all going to miss him 
so much.” 

Lewis’s funeral was held 
at March Crematorium 
yesterday and hundreds 
of family and friends were 
expected to attend. An 
inquest into his death has 
been opened and 
adjourned pending 
further enquiries.

Fire chief calls for 
responsible parking

CARELESS drivers are 
continuing to clog up one 
of Ely’s busiest streets - and 
now fire chiefs are 
demanding they stop. 

Motorists parking on double 
yellow lines either side of Forehill 
has been causing issues for some 
time. 

But on Tuesday, September 4, 
the road, which is one of Ely’s 
busiest central routes, was so 
blocked that a fire engine was 
unable to get through. 

Luckily, the fire crew were on 
the way back from an incident 
and were not attending a live 
emergency. 

But Brett Mills, watch 
commander at Ely fire station, is 
urging motorists to stop parking 
like they are. 

He said: “This road is an 
important access road but 
vehicles are often parked at either 
side for deliveries. 

“On this occasion, the gap 
between parked vehicles was so 
narrow we had to ask the owners 
to move the vehicles before we 
could get through.

“Fortunately we were not on 
our way to an emergency. 

“But if we had been this 
would have delayed us 
significantly. 

“What this highlights is the 
need to consider emergency 
vehicles, even if you are parking 
for a short time, as you never 
know when we might need to get 
through. 

“A fire engine is 2.6m wide and 
8m long. 

“Another consideration when 
parking is fire hydrants which 
should never be covered as crews 
may need to use them when 
tackling a fire.” 

Residents and shopkeepers 
have been calling for action over 


the issue in Forehill for some 
time. 

Many insist the road should 
follow the example of Ely’s High 
Street and Market Street and be 
made one-way to vehicles. 

Some also say that one side 
should be turned into parking 
spaces, similar to High Street, 
which would also solve the issue 
of illegal parking. 

A county council spokesman 
said there were discussions about 
making Forehill one-way around 
25 years ago but that nothing had 
been considered since then. 

He added: “Traffic issues in 
Forehill would be much better if 
people parked more reasonably 
and responsibly.”

The big film 


THE SWEENEY

FLYING Squad hard man Jack Regan 
returns to the big screen with some 
old-fashioned brutality in Nick Love’s 
revamp of the classic 1970s TV series. 

In the same way that the daredevil 
antics of Riggs and Murtaugh in Lethal 
Weapon put a fictional gloss on life on 
the streets for the LAPD, The Sweeney 
is completely divorced from the reality 
of modern policing in London. 

Car chases career through the 
shimmering glass and metal structures 
of Canary Wharf at dizzying speed to 
the pounding beat of Lome Balfe’s 
score and a shoot-out in Trafalgar 
Square leaves ancient monuments 
riddled with bullet holes. 

Love’s script, co-written by John 
Hodge, follows Dl Regan (Ray 
Winstone) and sidekick George Carter 
(Ben Drew) as they hunt a gang of wily 
European thieves led by slippery 
Francis Allen (Paul Anderson). 
Unfortunately, the team cannot find 



sufficient evidence to charge Allen and 
they are forced to let him go after 
hours of intense questioning. 

Tensions within the department 
explode when internal affairs officer 
Ivan Lewis (Steve Mackintosh) 


embarks on a personal crusade to 
bring down Regan, who just happens 
to be bedding Lewis’ wife Nancy 
(Hayley Atwell). 

Section chief Frank Haskins 
(Damian Lewis) protects his boys and 


girl in the Flying Squad as much as he 
can, but internal affairs clearly has a 
vendetta and will stop at nothing until 
the team is disbanded and Regan 
languishes behind bars. 

Filmed on location in London, The 
Sweeney embraces every cliche 
imaginable as Regan propels his 
department to the brink of self- 
destruction. Car chases are well 
choreographed and Winstone plays the 
daddy of the department with tightly 
coiled intensity. 

The romantic subplot with Atwell 
defies credulity - Winstone looks like 
he would rather chew off her face than 
kiss it - and their bedroom scene 
inspires unintentional snorts of 
derision. 

By contrast, Drew (aka rapper Plan 
B) underplays his role but still gets 
involved in the bruising fisticuffs and a 
climactic showdown that pokes fun at 
the British love affair with caravan and 
trailer parks.

New looks are worth trying out

W ITH a wide choice of 
spring bulbs now 
available in garden 
centres and from bulb 
specialists, it’s difficult to know 
which varieties to choose and is 
often tempting to stay with old 
favourites. 

But there is a flurry of new bulbs 
worth trying, according to a trial of 
daffodils and tulips by Which? 
Gardening, the Consumers’ Association 
magazine, which also suggests that new 
varieties produce better results than 
some of the older types. 

Trialists found that the new bulbs had 
a more regular height and consistent 
flowering time, giving an overall better 
display than the older ones. 

Last autumn, trialists tested 53 new 
types of spring-flowering daffodils and 
tulips, growing them alongside five 
well-established varieties to use as a 
comparison. The bulbs were planted in 



early November, the narcissus twice 
their own depth and tulips three times 
their depth. 

The bulbs had to withstand baking 
sun, high winds and torrential rain in 
spring. 

Among the recommended daffodils 
were Narcissus ‘Lieke’ (Walkers Bulbs), 
which was the longest-lasting bloom, 
whose dainty flowers have a green eye 
and delicious scent. It bloomed for 45 
days, producing three stems from each 
bulb and three flowers on each stem 



from April to May, the 45cm stems 
staying upright despite heavy 
downpours. 

Other daffodil winners included the 
dwarf ‘Sweet Love’ (Peter Nyssen; 
Unwins), which produced the best scent, 
while the small, nodding, cream flowers 
with a yellow centre shed the rain with 
ease, and ‘Swoop’ (De Jaeger), another 
pint-sized type which produced the most 
flowers of all the varieties. From 23 
bulbs, more than 80 stems were 
produced, with swept-back yellow petals

and nodding heads, perfect for 
naturalising around trees and 
woodland. 

Many of the new tulips trialled also 
gave an excellent display, including 
Tulipa ‘Dior’ (HW Hyde & Son), which 
began to flower early, in April, 
producing several large double flowers 
in a luxurious shade of pink at the top of 
each stem. 

If you're looking for unusual, the tulip 
‘Green Star’ (Sarah Raven) may suit 
you, with its slender, elegant green 


flowers with cream tips held on long 
straight stems, daring enough to catch 
the eye but without jarring. They were 
grown in pots with other tulips and 
found to be great companions for pinks, 
whites, purples and striped varieties, 
flowering in May and reaching a height 
of 45 cm. 

Other stars of the show included T. 
‘Black Jack’ (Peter Nyssen), one of the 
darkest varieties with blooms with a 
velvety sheen which flowered earlier 
than old favourite ‘Queen of Night’ and 
persisted for five weeks. They have long 
straight stems which would be good for 
cutting and combine well with white and 
pink tulips. 

Those who want their tulips to 
withstand pounding rain should plump 
for T. ‘La Belle Epoque’, whose fully 
double apricot flowers, reminiscent of a 
peony, continued flowering through the 
rain. 

The best new parrot tulip was ‘Irene 
Parrot’ (Peter Nyssen), bred from the 
popular ‘Prinses Irene’ and has mid¬ 
sized orange flowers that are frilled, cut 
and flamed to give an exotic look. 

Unlike other parrot tulips, it didn’t flop 
under the weight of heavy rain during 
the trial and continued to flower for 31 
days. 

Stocks of new varieties of bulb can be 
limited so order them now.

A new Golf is a significant event not just 
for Volkswagen but for the industry in 
general. Consumers and other brands alike 
regard the Golf as the benchmark for C- 
segment hatchbacks. 

It’s fair to say that while it looks very little 
different to the current Golf VI, the Golf VII is 
changed in almost every other way. 

It’s 56mm longer, 13mm wider, 28mm 
lower and up to 100kg lighter, along with a 
59mm longer wheelbase for more interior 
space. 

Boot space rises 30ltr to 380 with the 
seats upright, while a special optional extra 
feature will allow the front passenger seat to 
fold flat, offering a potential 2.4m of interior 
load space. 

Its intelligent range of engines will include 
a 138bhp 1.4 petrol with cylinder 
deactivation technology, where two of the 
four cylinders shut down combustion at low 
engine loads to save fuel and achieve a 
potential 58.9mpg with 112g/km of C02. 

A 1.6-litre 104bhp diesel achieves 99g/km 
of C02 with up to 74.3mpg, and a 2.0-litre 
148bhp option records a remarkable 
106g/km and 68.9mpg. 

A first for the Golf is a choice of four 
driving modes. Eco, Sport, Normal and 
Individual partly echo the choice available 
on cars from VW’s subsidiary Audi. 

Further details will be announced at the 
Paris Motor Show later this month.

Fallon has 
praise for 
his ailing 
Greens...

FA CUR FIRST QUALIFYING GROUND 


STEVE Fallon was proud of his sick Soham 
side’s efforts despite an early exit from the 
FA Cup following a 2-0 first qualifying round 
defeat by Maldon & Tiptree at Julius Martin 
Lane on Saturday. 

Two-thirds of the Rangers squad were 
struggling with suspected food poisoning, but 
fought on manfully against Maldon, who had 
beaten them 4-1 in the league in Essex two 
weeks earlier. 

The visitors took just two minutes to get off 
the mark with a spot kick after Joe Asensi 
brought down a Maldon attacker in the area. 
Robbie Mason and James McCabe both went 
close for the hosts, but Madon made certain 
of victory four minutes from time.
